The State’s oldest Sheriff’s Deputy, Chester 
C. Bickford, died on June 27, 1980 at age 95. 


Mr. Bickford was a Belknap County Deputy 
Sheriff for the past 47 years and the oldest deputy 
in the State. He was a 30-year member of the 
Meredith Fire Department beginning as sub- 
member on December 4, 1912, and becoming a 
regular member on December 3, 1913. He served 
as Lieutenant of Ladder Company from 1922 
through 1925, and was Fire Chief from April 3, 
1929 to October 4, 1943. He was a Fire Com- 
missioner of the Meredith Village Fire District 
for 1943. 


Mr. Bickford served as Chief of Police for 
the Town of Meredith for 17 years. 


He owned a livery service in Meredith for 
many years. And in 1980, Mr. Bickford was 
presented with the Boston Post Cane for the 
oldest male resident of Meredith by the Meredith 
Historical Society. 


The lives of those privileged to have known 
and worked with Mr. Bickford were enriched by 
that association, and our Community is a better 
place because of his involvement.

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Report of the Board of Selectmen 
and Town Manager for 1980 


While last year (1979) was characterized as the year of the “‘Changing 
of the Guard,’’ perhaps 1980 should be designated, at least in part, as the 
‘“Year of the Rebellion.”’ 


In March at Town Meeting the voters soundly trounced warrant articles 
dealing with long-term capita! improvements to the Town’s water system, 
as well as two alternative financing methods for a complete revaluation of 
all taxable property in the community. 


Article 5 of the Town Warrant proposed that the Town vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum not to exceed one hundred forty-two thousand dollars 
($142,000.00) for the purposes of implementing the preliminary stages of a 
previously approved Study on Water Supply Facilities. This amount was 
needed to cover the engineering and land acquisition costs of the proposed 
improvements. In order to be approved, this article required two-thirds 
affirmative vote by those present and voting. The measure was defeated by 
a very lop-sided vote. 


Articles 6 and7 of the Town Warrant were companion proposals dealing 
with the manner in which appropriate monies should be raised to pay for the 
cost of performing a complete revaluation of all taxable property in the 
Town. The first of these articles would have raised the monies for the 
issuance of bonds and notes over a several year period as deemed best by 
the Selectmen. The second would have raised and appropriated the 
necessary amount in one year. Both articles were turned down by the 
voters. 


On the second Town Meeting date, in the two-way race for Selectman, 
Stephen H. Nedeau defeated incumbent Warner Plummer by a vote of 553 to 
PASS 


In June, the Parks and Recreation Commission took an innovative 
approach to encourage the interest of the young people using the Town’s 
recreation facilities by establishing the Meredith Youth Parks and 
Recreation Council (MY PARC). Representatives to the Council were 
elected at Inter-Lakes Elementary School and High School. The Council is 
composed of elected representatives from grades 4 through 11, and two 
additional students age 16 or 17. Each youngster was sworn in for a one-year 
term and has the responsibility to represent the recreational needs of 
Meredith’s young people. The Council elected its own officers, identifies its 
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own goals, and conducts its own meetings. In addition, a delegation from the 
Council attends and participates at the Parks and Recreation Commission’s 
twice-monthly meetings. The ‘“‘MY PARC”’ Councilors are responsible to 
maintain an awareness of the people they represent; to stay informed about 
current park projects, programs and policies; to make recommendations to 
the Park Commissioners with regards to park development; and represent 
all young people in Meredith. 


During the summer months, beginning early in July, a half dozen young 
people of the community participated in a project sponsored by the YOUTH 
COMMUNITY CONSERVATION AND IMPROVEMENT PROJECT at both 
Leavitt and Swasey Parks. They began what is initially intended to be a 
program to clear brush and debris from both of these parks, to complete a 
series of cross country and fitness trails, and to provide for picnic areas and 
scenic vistas. In addition, they cleared an area at Leavitt Park which will 
ultimately be utilized to expand the parking facility there and they also 
cleared areas for picnicing and family use. The program was under the 
auspices of the Belknap County Employment and Training Administration 
and had been sponsored by the Belknap County Government. 


Also in July, the Annual Summer Town Meeting was held. In excess of 
eighty residents were in attendance. Among the issues discussed were the 
disposition of asbestos waste and other activities at the Refuse Disposal 
Facility; recycling; a petition which had been submitted to the State for a 
revaluation of all town property; duties and responsibilities of the Town 
Manager; Main Street improvements; logging at the Town Reservoir, 
future sewer line expansion plans; and implementation of the Sign 
Ordinance change which was adopted in 1978 requiring that all signs 
advertising ‘‘non-local’’ businesses and activities be removed by March 
1983. The majority of comments and suggestions were both positive and 
constructive and were an indication of concern for our Town’s future by 
many of our summer residents. 


In the latter part of July, the Meredith Highway Department initiated 
the long-awaited major road improvements to Red Gate Lane. From the 
Water Street entrance, about 1100 feet was resurfaced, and this included 
shimming and sealing. The approximately 1100 ft. remainder received the 
majority of the Town crew’s attention as this section was completely 
reconstructed. Reconstruction work involved removing the old pavement, 
grading, some blasting, and considerable improvements to the drainage 
system. The project was completed in early September. 


During the summer months a survey was undertaken of the seasonal 
residents of Meredith to determine their feelings as to the directions they 
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felt the Town should proceed in planning for future growth. The seasonal 
residents indicated their overwhelming support for land-use controls and 
dissatisfaction about summer traffic and increasing property taxes. 
Surveyed were a random sampling of ninety-five seasonal households in 
Meredith to provide the Planning Board and Lakes Region Planning 
Commission the data for updating of the Meredith Master Plan. The survey 
results have provided the planners with a wealth of information dealing with 
many facets of the Town. A complete report of the results of this survey is 
available at the Town Hall Offices for anyone wishing to examine it. 


Over the Labor Day weekend, crowds of people, many of them first time 
visitors to our Community, flocked to Main Street to be part of a new 
tradition in the Lakes Region, the Meredith Fine Arts and Crafts Festival. 
The festival, sponsored by the Meredith Parks and Recreation Department, 
was considered a tremendous success by the more than thirty artists, 
craftspeople, non-profit organizations, and Meredith business community 
who participated. Bobbi-Jo Free, Coordinator of the event, was credited by 
many of the participants for having contributed substantially to making this 
cultural event a tremendous success. 


In September, the Town took the initiative in New Hampshire to set up 
an organization of municipal employees involved in recycling activities. The 
purpose of the group is to share their experience and resources in order to 
establish more effective recycling programs on a state-wide basis. Working 
with Elizabeth Bedard, recycling specialist of the Governor’s Council on 
Energy, and with the encouragement of the Town Manager and the 
Selectmen, Mark Haynes, Public Works Assistant in Meredith, received the 
cooperation of John Anderson, the Executive Director of the New 
Hampshire Municipal Association in setting up an initial meeting of 
interested communities at the Annual Meeting of NHMA in Waterville 
Valley. A number of communities throughout the State participated in the 
meeting and steps are underway to set up a formal organization early in 
1981. 


In November the Selectmen accepted the bid of an East Hartford, 
Connecticut Appraisal Firm to reassess the value of all real property in 
Meredith, contingent upon approval at the Town Meeting in March 1981. The 
United Appraisal Company will perform the task for $92,000. The 
revaluation at or near 100 percent of fair market value will redistribute 
Meredith’s tax burden of almost 2.5 million dollars according to the actual 
value of property owned. The revaluation of property has been ordered by 
the New Hampshire Board of Taxation and the Town of Meredith is required 
to complete it by April 1, 1982. The Board of Taxation made the mandate 
after the following sequence of events: (1) The 1979 Town Meeting 
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authorized the Board of Selectmen and the Town Assessor to negotiate a 
reappraisal contract with a qualified firm. (2) In November 1979, bids were 
received from seven appraisal companies, with bids for reassessing the 
estimated forty-six hundred parcels of property in Meredith, ranging from 
$86,500 to $119,200. The Low-bidder, United Appraisal Company of East 
Hartford, was chosen by the Selectmen. (3) The 1980 Town Meeting in 
March defeated the funding of an article for revaluation by approximately a 
two to one margin. (4) In April 1980, a Petition signed by fifty taxpayers was 
certified by the Town Clerk and forwarded to the Board of Taxation 
requesting that a revaluation be ordered to correct inequities in accordance 
with New Hampshire Statutes. (5) In September 1980, the State Board of 
Taxation held Public Hearings, and in October ordered the Town of 
Meredith to revalue the Town effective April 1, 1981 to correct inequities in 
taxation. (6) The Selectmen appealed the October order of the Board of 
Taxation and its timetable for revaluation. The State Board then agreed to 
delay the effective date for the revaluation to April 1, 1982, contingent upon 
funding and with the provision that work start prior to April 1, 1981. (7) Also 
in October, the Department of Revenue Administration informed the Town 
that it did not have the resources to perform the revaluation of Meredith 
within the timeframe ordered by the Board of Taxation. Therefore, in 
November the Selectmen negotiated another contract with United Appraisal 
Company for $92,900 for the revaluation contingent upon approval and 
funding by 1981 Town Meeting. The next step is up to the 1981 Town Meeting. 
If the Town Meeting approves and funds the proposed revaluation, the 
revaluation will be conducted under the supervision and control of the 
Selectmen, and the new assessments will appear in the 1982 warrant. If the 
Town Meeting in March refuses to fund the revaluation, the Town of 
Meredith will be in contempt of the Board of Taxation Order. The State 
Board of Taxation may then be expected to ‘‘certify’’ their Order to the 
Department of Revenue Administration in accordance with specific state 
statutes will cause the appraisal to be made themselves at the expense of the 
Town. Since the Department of Revenue Administration has already 
informed the Town that they cannot do the revaluation ‘‘in house,” they 
would have to hire a private company to conduct the revaluation under their 
supervision. So in any case, the revaluation will be done by a private 
reappraisal firm, but if the Town Meeting refuses to fund the effort, the 
Selectmen will lose control of the revaluation and in all probability the Town 
will pay a higher price. 


Towards the end of November, Town Engineer David Hanlon, 
submitted his resignation to accept a position of Manager of Operations and 
Maintenance of Multnomah County’s Roads Division in the State of Oregon. 
In his new position, Dave will oversee road maintenance and manage the 
road policies, programs, and projects in Oregon’s largest city, Portland, 


ae 


and surrounding county. Earlier in the year Recreation Director John 
Stygles resigned. In April, the Town hired someone from out of the ranks, a 
former summer lifeguard and highway department employee, Tom 
Howard, to assume the position of interim Recreation Director through 
January 1981. In the Police Department there were several personnel 
changes: Officer Stan Maciejewski joined the department as a patrolman in 
January, coming with five years experience as a Police Officer in Tilton. 
The opening created in the office by Sue Carrier’s resignation was filled by 
Officer Bonnie Calzada in November. Officer Bob Cram joined the 
department as a Special Officer in the Spring and will be put on full-time as 
of January 1981. Special Officer Brad Rushton was hired as a dispatcher, 
also beginning in January 1981. 


Finally, as pointed out in last year’s report, the Town of Meredith has 
grown almost 60 percent over a ten-year period. Despite the recent poor 
economic conditions, this growth seems to have diminished very little. As a 
result growth problems will continue to be of utmost concern not only to the 
Planning Board, but also to the Board of Selectmen, the Town Manager, and 
everyone involved in Town Government. We therefore reiterate our promise 
that we shall work diligently with all concerned groups and individuals to 
insure that any development which in a positive fashion does not impact the 
economy or the aesthetics of our town will be strongly opposed. In this 
endeavor we need the cooperation with all of our citizens, many of whom 
have never contacted a Selectman or any Town representative to express 
any feelings he or she might have as to how the Town of Meredith should 
grow and prosper in the future. If we are not to make decisions in a vacuum, 
we need your input now more than ever to ensure that action taken by any 
Town governing body will truly reflect the wishes of all of our citizens to the 
greatest extent possible.

DELIBERATIVE SESSION 
Wednesday, March 12, 1980 


The meeting was opened at 7:30 P.M. at the Inter-Lakes High School, 
Robert Pottle Memorial Auditorium, Center Harbor Hill, Meredith, to act on 
the remaining articles. Registered voters were checked off the checklist and 
seated within a roped off area on the main floor. Visitors and spectators 
were seated in the bleachers. Polling booths were set up on the right side of 
the auditorium for a secret ballot if necessary. Seated on the stage were 
Selectmen Warner M. Plummer, Chairman; Norman I. Baker, Harold G. 
Wyatt; Town Manager Edward L. Schuette; Town Counsel Walter Mitchell; 
and Deputy Town Clerks Mary C. Devine and Paula Jones. 


Moderator Joseph Parkman instructed those present that speakers 
must use the microphones and address the Moderator. Anyone other than a 
registered voter must ask permission of the assembly to speak. Mr. 
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Parkman said ‘‘we hope as suggested in the prayer of Mr. Finleon that we 
will exercise our Democratic privileges with responsiblity, that we will not 
disregard viewpoints of other people, nor will we speak out with animosity 
or bitterness.’’ 


Moderator Joseph Parkman stated there had been requests for Secret 
Ballots on Articles 6, 7, 45, and 46; and inasmuch as the mechanics of a 
Secret Ballot take approximately 45 minutes to an hour for each Secret 
Ballot, there would be discussion, and voting on those items at the 
conclusion or completion of the other articles. If there are additional 
requests for secret ballots, those articles would be taken up after Article 46. 
The purpose of this, Moderator Parkman stated is to save time and to allow 
more time for discussion and more time for consideration, then all of those 
articles requiring Secret Ballot would be voted on at one time with separate 
ballots for each article. Mr. Parkman stated ‘‘If we were to vote on each 
article requested by a secret ballot in its place, we would consume 
approximately four hours in voting in such a fashion. This way we can 
complete the oral business and then proceed to the ballots themselves and 
the boxes are set up.”’ 


ARTICLE 5 


By motion of Warner Plummer, it was moved and duly seconded by 
Norman Baker to see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum 
not to exceed $142,000. for the purpose of implementing the preliminary 
stages of the study of water supply facilities as approved in Article 18 of the 
1978 Meredith Town Meeting. Said amount to cover engineering and land 
acquisition costs of the project. Such sum shall be raised through the 
issuance of bonds or notes under the provisions of Chapter 33 of the Revised 
Statutes Annotated as amended, and to authorize the Selectmen to 
determine the rate of interest thereon and to take such other steps as may be 
necessary to negotiate such bonds or notes as shall be to the best interest of 
the Town of Meredith. Repayment of this Bond will be through water-user 
fees. 


Mr. Plummer explained that this article is to comply with requests that 
the Federal Government has put upon us because we have surface water 
supply in the Town of Meredith. Last year we had our preliminary water 
study. The first step after that is to obtain and identify the land necessary 
for a water tank and a treatment plant, as well as to the engineering design 
So that we will be ready to go to bid and to identify those mains which need to 
be replaced that are presently existing and where we will put the new ones. 
This amount of money will become part of a final bond issue at such time as 
the Town votes to go ahead with this. In the meantime, we need the funds not 


se 


immediately, but before the next Town Meeting, to proceed. 


Richard Kempton, a resident of the Town for thirty years, stated he was 
far from being an old timer to the town, but stated he felt there was much to 
be said about this. Mr. Kempton stated he did not like those so-called 
‘‘brains’’ down in Washington telling us here in Meredith what we are going 
to do. Mr. Kempton stated our reservoir on Parade Road looks as though it 
has been neglected with brush, but it could be corrected. He did not believe 
that we should take water from a lake that is not wholly within the township. 
We do not have full control of the lake he stated. 


Earle Hardy stated he agrees to the necessity of improving the Town’s 
water system, but that he was not in favor of putting the entire burden on the 
water users. He stated that a certain amount of the benefit is going to accrue 
to the fire protection and other things that are more or less of benefit to the 
Town in general. He stated he felt that some determination should be made 
as to how the Town in general will share this debt rather than place it all on 
the water users which is going to grow and grow, in other words to start with 
$142,000, by the time that debt is paid off, it will be much more than that at 
the rate that money costs today; and furthermore when the program is 
finally implemented, it is likely to cost between a half a million and a million 
dollars. 


Richard Stevens stated he is not against this issue as far as improving 
the water in the Town of Meredith, but he feels this is talking two million 
dollars; not talking $94,000 for engineering fees but $326,000. Mr. Stevens felt 
that in no way could the water-users absorb what this system would cost. 


Mr. Parkman stated he was not going to put the question because 
Counsel had passed him a Supplement to the Revised Statutes which require 
this matter be voted on by Secret Ballot. This cannot by law be passed on to 
the end of the meeting as the other items would be. The law requires that 
when a sum to be expended exceeds $100,000. the polls must remain open for 
an hour. After the voting is substantially completed the other Articles will be 
moved and the results will be announced. 


ARTICLE 8 


By motion of Norman Baker, it was duly seconded by Warner Plummer 
to see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen and the Treasurer to 
borrow in anticipation of taxes such sums as are necessary for the operation 
of the Town and to set the rates, effect the issuance of notes; and to 
otherwise negotiate for the sale of notes to be paid within the present fiscal 
year. 
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Mr. Baker explained that this article gives the Board of Selectmen 
authorization necessary to allow them to issue tax anticipation notes. The 
funds are used to operate the town throughout the year; and the notes are 
repaid in December when the property taxes are paid. There is no tax 
impact on this article. 


No discussion. 
Affirmative vote to the motion. 
ARTICLE 9 


By motion of Warner Plummer, it was duly seconded by Norman Baker 
to see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen and the Town 
Manager to apply for, negotiate and do all other things necessary to obtain 
such state and-or federal funds that may become available throughout the 
year and expend same. 


Mr. Plummer explained that the Legislature makes it possible for the 
voters to pass one article rather than several as in the past when various 
types of funds are available. This is blanket coverage. Nothing can be done 
illegally, if any funds are available this authorizes the Selectmen to accept 
them. 


No discussion. 

Affirmative vote to the motion. 
ARTICLE 10 

By motion of Harold Wyatt, it was moved and duly seconded by Norman 
Baker to see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to sell and 
transfer title to all real estate taken by the Town in default or redemption 
from any tax sale to such persons and upon such conditions as they shall see 
fit. 


Mr. Wyatt explained that this article authorizes the Board of Selectmen 
to sell property acquired by Tax Collector’s Deed. 


Mr. Plummer commented that if this Article passed as read, the next 
article is no longer necessary.

Moderator Parkman stated he was informed Article 11 is not necessary 
because Article 10 had been passed affirmatively.

ARTICLE 12 


By motion of Harold Wyatt, it was moved and duly seconded by Warner 
Plummer to see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to do all 
things necessary to abandon a portion of land located off Terrace Avenue 
and located approximately 80 ft. westerly from U.S. Route 3 in the Town of 
Meredith, New Hampshire and further being a portion of an accepted public 
way as fully described to the Office of the Town Clerk in Highway Pages 159- 
160, and described herein: 


Beginning at a point on the easterly line of land now or formerly of 
Thomas H. and Esther B. Sherman, said point also being N37 degrees-27’- 
00”E along a public way a distance of 155.00’ (feet) from the southwest 
intersection of said public way and Terrace Avenue; 


Thence continuing N37 degrees-27’-00’’E a distance of 5.00’ (feet) to a 
point marking the 1904 end of location of aforementioned public way; 


Thence running S52 degrees-33’-00E a distance of 40.00’ (feet) to a point 
on the westerly line of land now or formerly of Vernal C. and Zela H. 
Bucklin; 


Thence running S37 degrees-27’-00’’W a distance of 5.00’ (feet) to a 
point; 


Thence running N52 degrees-33’-00’’W a distance of 40.00’ (feet) to a 
point marking the place of beginning; said portion of Town Road herein 
described being 200 square feet. 


Mr. Wyatt explained that this is a small portion of land five feet wide 
and forty feet long and is now a part of an accepted town highway; which 
around the turn of the century a garage was built on this property five feet 
into the road. As the road serves only this property at the present time, it is 
felt that this is a reasonable request to give the land to the person owning the 
garage which the land sits on. Mr. Wyatt stated he believed there is a plan to 
extend the street back to Route 3, but it will be at right angles and will be no 
interference.

ARTICLE 13 


By motion of Town Manager Schuette, it was moved and duly seconded 
by Norman Baker to see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
$1,578,598. for the necessary operational expenses of the Town for the 
forthcoming year. 


Mr. Schuette explained that the total operating budget for the Town of 
Meredith is $1,578,598., a gross appropriation which includes several areas 
where funds must be appropriated but not raised. Included there is $104,880. 
for the Water Department, and $61,020. for the Sewer Department, both of 
which are self-supporting. Users fees are charged to offset operational 
expenses. Another area included in this category is Town Road Aid which is 
$47,926 which funds are used to improve the town highways under the 
direction of the State Department of Public Works and Highways. 
Highlights of the Operating Budget are: 


1) Cost of living increase in the amount of 714 percent. A cost of living 
increase was approved by the Board of Selectmen for all town employees in 
1980. This increase is considerably below the overall cost of living for the 
past year and was considered to be within an acceptable range. 2) Another 
item: Town Office Expense: This item is budgeted at $132,025. representing 
the cost of the operation contained within the Municipal Building. This is an 
11 percent increase over last year. 3) Insurance: this account contains the 
cost of various insurance coverages required by the Town. The $58,250. 
represents an increase of 32.8 percent. This item we have no control over. 
Premiums are dictated by the insurance carriers subject to review and 
controlled by the State. Among the insurances covered are Workmen’s 
Compensation, Fleet Insurance, General Liability, Equipment and 
Buildings and the contents within those buildings. Mr. Schuette also 
explained that the Town because of the nature of its operation is highly 
vulnerable to price increases in any area where petroleum based products 
are concerned. 


Mitchell Johnson questioned $40,000 for the Police Department; $10,000 
for the Fire Department and $7,000 for Recreation — are there more people, 
or are there more people in the Town Office for $13,000 increase. Mr. 
Schuette answered Mr. Johnson’s question, stating in the Police 
Department personnel services have increased from $115,726. to $145,624, 
part of this is the Personnel Policy which provides for step increases based 
upon merit, also included in the 714 percent cost of living increase. This also 
provides for the absorption of a salary of an individual whose wages were 
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partially paid from a Federal Grant last year. Another item is cost of 
gasoline for vehicles of the Police Department. The increase was primarily 
in personnel and in energy-related costs. 


Relative to the Fire Department, Mr. Schuette explained that there is a 
$2,000. increase in personnel; in supplies there is an increase of 
approximately $700., and in the area of heat, because of the fact this is an old 
building, poorly insulated, the cost has doubled to $5,000. in this year’s 
budget. There is also a 50 percent increase in the cost of electricity, and an 
increase of $1,500. in the area of vehicle maintenance. 


Relative to Office Expenses, Mr. Schuette explained there are the same 
number of people in all departments, including the Police Department. Last 
year one of the gentlemen in the Police Department was partially funded 
with Federal funds which are now run out. There are no additional 
personnel. 


John Mullins commented on the same question of the Town Manager’s 
Expenses and the Town Officers Salaries. He stated he had compared other 
records in 1976-there was $76,000 plus for the Town Officers Salaries and 
$23,000 for the Expenses, and the following year it was the same figures, 
then in 1978 it reversed itself; the Town Officers were getting $11,200, and 
the expenses went to $142,000, and it continued that way for the next three 
years. The first item on the budget said Town Officers Salaries, that cannot 
be true, he stated. He stated we are aware of salaries of all government 
officials; why can’t we have the figures on what the Town Officers receive 
for salaries, it should be broken down. 


Mr. Schuette explained that the Town Clerk’s salary is included in this 
item and the Selectmen’s salaries are the same as in 1975, $800 per 
Selectman. The other increases are $200 for the 4 elections this year; other 
increases are for merit increases and cost of living increase. 


Mr. Baker explained that information of salaries and other budget items 
are available in the Town Hall. To publish this information would be an 
expensive item. Publishing this information will be taken into consideration. 


Brad Sprague inquired what salaries are included in the $14,000, and 
was answered by Mr. Schuette that it was the Selectmen and the Town Clerk 
Salaries. Also included is any overtime help needed for the 4 elections. 


David Bennett questioned where the Operating Budget for the 
Recreation Department for 1980 requires $44,000, and what we get for it. Mr. 
Schuette explained that the actual Operating Budget is set at $44,657 which 
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is an increase over last year. This Budget was submitted by the Parks & 
Playgrounds. The Recreation Budget Personnel Services are $29,817 which 
includes the Recreation Director, Beach Staff with one Head Instructor, five 
Guards, Park Staff and 1 Seasonal Laborer, 1 Program Director, 3 Program 
Supervisors, and 1 part time Tennis Instructor. $2,190 is for Supplies for the 
Playgrounds, consummable supplies, awards and equipment required for 
the staff, arts and crafts supplies and maintenance supplies. Services and 
Other Expenses include travel expenses, mileage, meetings and training, 
utilities, rental of porta-johns, etc. 


Page Kuether requested that an amendment be made to cut the Budget 
by 5 percent. The entire budget be cut by 5 percent. 


The request for an amendment to the Budget was seconded. The net to 
be raised by taxes. 


Eileen Harris and Christine Hayes defended reasons a 5 percent cut 
would be impossible. 


Alexander Levy inquired why a Town should be considered any 
different than operating a business or a manufacturing concern or a large 
concern. Mr. Levy felt the budget could be trimmed by 10 and 12 percent. It 
should be considered. 


Herb Waldron felt it would not hurt the Town to cut the Budget, it would 
require only closer management over the departments. 


With no further discussion, the Moderator put the question of the 
amendment. Since the voice count could not be determined, the moderators 
requested a hand vote be taken. 


The Moderator announced - In favor of the tax cut: 104 — Opposed 141. 
The Moderator announced the vote was on the Budget itself. 


Brad Sprague requested an amendment to cut $13,000 from the Parks & 
Playgrounds Budget. The motion was seconded. 


Marshall French stated the children in town deserve at least as much as 
they are getting now, this is not the area in which it should be cut. Mr. 
French felt if an area is to be cut, it should be in the Special Articles. Paul 
Eldridge felt recreation programs will eliminate the vandalism in the town. 
Joseph McMullin felt this should be the last place to cut the budget. Gordon 
Whitcher felt the money is very well spent in the Recreation Department. 


Leh 


Brad Sprague explained that he had heard people state a full time 
Recreation Director was not necessary, and this is the reason he brought 
this particular issue up. Mr. Sprague explained he was not against the 
program it is from the input he has received relative to the full-time 
Director. 


Mark Gallagher, Recreation Commissioner, explained a recent survey 
taken, indicated people felt more recreational services were needed in the 
town. 


The Moderator asked for a vote of all those in favor of cutting $13,000 
from the Parks & Playgrounds Commission. There was a negative vote. 


The question of the original Budget was called. 

There was no further discussion. 

Affirmative vote to the motion. 

ARTICLE 14 

By motion of Norman Baker, it was moved and duly seconded by Harold 
Wyatt to see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of $21,000 from the 
General Revenue Sharing Fund for the purposes of paying Meredith’s share 
of the Winnipesaukee River Basin Capital costs. 

Mr. Baker explained this article authorizes the Selectmen to spend 
$21,000 from the Revenue Sharing Fund to pay for the Town’s committed 
share of the capital costs of the Winnipesaukee River Basin Project. There 
would be no tax impact on this article. 

No discussion. 


Affirmative vote to the motion. 


At this time the Moderator announced the Polls closed, and requested 
the Tellers count the ballots for the two-thirds necessary on Article 5. 


ARTICLE 15 


By motion of Harold Wyatt, it was moved and duly seconded by Warner 
Plummer to see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of $45,000 from 
the General Revenue Sharing Fund for the purposes of purchasing: 1) 1-Ton 
Diesel Truck with Plow 2) 1-5 Ton Diesel Dump Truck, all necessary 

SSA; 


equipment for the operation of the Highway Department. 


Mr. Wyatt explained that these two pieces of equipment are necessary. 
Equipment should not be kept so long as we have in the past. This year a 
piece of equipment 7 years old has been inactive this winter because of a 
bent frame. Plowing snow abuses a vehicle. Trucks should be replaced 
every three years, even the 5-Ton Diesel Trucks. 


Marshall Hubbard stated there is no 1-Ton Diesel made in the United 
States. Mr. Hubbard cited the benefits of a diesel vs a gasoline driven truck. 


Phil French inquired what the costs of a diesel truck are, and since this 
is a heavier truck, why should it be traded every three years. Mr. Wyatt 
explained plowing snow overworks frames, springs and loosens every part 
of the vehicle. 


David Hanlon advised this was a misprint and requested an amendment 
to the motion. It should read a 1-Ton Truck, specifications for a gasoline 
engine, not a diesel. This will replace a 34 Ton 4-wheel Drive 1971 Ford. 


The Moderator asked it the voters would accept the elimination of the 
word ‘“‘diesel’’ rather than place it as an amendment. 


There was an affirmative vote to eliminate the word ‘“‘diesel.”’ 


Dave Hewitt questioned if Revenue Sharing Funds are not available the 
Highway Department cannot purchase these vehicles. 


Mr. Plummer advised the funds are available. Marshall French advised 
that the forecast for Revenue Sharing Funds next year are out. Mr. 
Plummer stated for this year we have $126,000 in Revenue Sharing Funds 
~ and we are expending $91,000. 


Brian Kennedy stated the difference between a gasoline engine for the 5- 
Ton Truck and the diesel engine is considerable if you are not considering 
the truck for any more longevity than 3 years. The Town would be better off 
going with a gasoline engine as opposed to a diesel which is a long-term 
engine. 


David Hanlon stated that Mr. Wyatt stated what he would like to see, but 
in actuality the 5-Ton Dump Truck would be amortized over a 6-year period. 


David French stated $8,000 more in money for a diesel truck or a gas 
truck for the same basic truck. Mr. French mentioned the truck that is 


OTs 


inactive at the Highway Department because of an accident is not from 
over-use of a plow. A truck will not wear out in three years. If a diesel is kept 
for 5 years, 70,000 miles would be put on it, you will get back the investment 
on the diesel on fuel savings. The Moderator impressed this is a personal 
opinion rather than a statement. 


There was no further discussion. 
The Article was approved. 


Prior to Reading Article 16, the Moderator announced the Vote on 
Article5: Yes: 70, No: 220. The Motion is defeated. 


ARTICLE 16 


By motion of Warner Plummer, it was moved and duly seconded by 
Norman Baker to see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $8,000 
from the General Revenue Sharing Fund for the purpose of purchasing 
miscellaneous small equipment. All necessary equipment for the operation 
of the Highway Department. 


Herbert Waldron questioned if Revenue Sharing Funds are not 
available, is there money to cover the Article. He was assured there was 
enough money. 


There was no further discussion. 
The Article was approved. 
ARTICLE 17 


By motion of Norman Baker, it was moved and duly seconded by 
Warner Plummer to see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of 
$15,000 from the General Revenue Sharing Fund for the purposes of 
purchasing 2 fully equipped police cruisers. 


Mr. Baker stated this article authorizes the Selectmen to spend $15,000 
from the General Revenue Sharing Fund for two fully-equipped police 
cruisers and turn in two existing cruisers. There is money available from 
Revenue Sharing. There is zero tax impact. 


John Kelleher, a former summer police officer, advised the need for two 
new cruisers, three of the cruisers now have over 90,000 miles, and one has 
in excess of 100,000 miles. New equipment is necessary and money well 
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spent. 
No further discussion. 
The Article was approved. 
ARTICLE 18 


By motion of Warner Plummer, it was moved and duly seconded by 
Norman Baker to see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of $2,700 
from the General Revenue Sharing Fund for the purposes of purchasing 2 
Two-Way Mobile Radios for the Police Cruisers for the Police Department. 


Mr. Plummer stated this article would authorize the Town to buy the 
radios for the new cruisers, getting rid of the old radios which have been 
around too long. The new radios would have more bands on them. 


Marshall Hubbard questioned why radios would not be included in the 
cruisers voted on in the previous article. 


Chief John Curran explained on the fully equipped police package it 
comes thru with heavy duty cooling system, suspension, seats, steering, 
generating system. The radios are a different item. They are Motorola 8- 
channel radios. Presently the Police Department is using 8-year old 4- 
_ channel Motorola radios. They will have capability of expanding the system. 
Lights will be put on the new cruisers. AS much equipment as possible will 
be exchanged. 


There was no further discussion. 
Article approved as read. 
ARTICLE 19 


By motion of Harold Wyatt, it was moved and duly seconded by Norman 
Baker to see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $12,000 
for the Highway Capital Equipment Reserve Fund as authorized by the 
Revised Statutes Annotated 35:1, 35:18. 


Mr. Wyatt explained this article raises $12,000 for the Highway 
Department Capital Reserve Fund. This is an annual appropriation and the 
fund is built up in anticipation of future needs of the Highway Department. 
In 1979 monies from the reserve fund were used to purchase a new grader. 
The capital reserve fund is an attempt to recognize the cost to the town of

equipment depreciation and to prepare for major capital expenditures in 
advance so as to avoid dramatic impacts on the tax rate. 


There was no discussion. 


Article approved as read. 


ARTICLE 20 


By motion of Warner Plummer, it was moved and duly seconded by 
Norman Baker to see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $20,000 for the Fire Department Capital Equipment Reserve Fund as 
authorized by RSA 35:1, 35:18. 


Mr. Plummer explains this Article raises $20,000 for the Fire 
Department Capital Reserve Fund. Last year the amount was for $10,000, 
and due to the rapid raise in price of fire engines the amount requested is 
doubled. 


There was no discussion. 


The Article was approved. 


ARTICLE 21 


By motion of Norman Baker, it was moved an duly seconded by Harold 
Wyatt to see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $6,000 
for a Refuse Disposal Capital Reserve Fund as authorized by RSA 35:1, 
35:18, and to authorize the Selectmen to expend such amounts as may be 
necessary in major repairs as required. 


This article raises $6,000 for the Refuse Disposal Capital Reserve Fund. 
This is similar to the previous two articles. This is an increase of $2,000 over 
the 1979 appropriation. Again it is an effort on the part of the Board of 
Selectmen to recognize that there are certain capital maintenance expenses 
down the road for the Refuse Disposal Facility which will have a major tax 
impact if we are not prepared to address them. Passage of this Article would 
have a tax impact of 9 cents. 


There was no discussion. 


Article approved as read. 
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ARTICLE 22 


By motion of Harold Wyatt, it was moved and duly seconded by Warner 
Plummer to see if the Town will authorize the transfer and appropriation of 
unexpended proceeds of the TRA Bond voted in Article 11 of the 1978 
Meredith Town Meeting, amounting to approximately $12,767.89 from the 
Powers Road improvement project to improvements on Old Hubbard Road, 
a Class V Road within the Town as part of an accelerated TRA project. 
Passage requires an affirmative vote by two-thirds of all voters present and 
voting stated the Moderator, and this will be a standing vote. 


Article 22 asks for the town to authorize the transfer and appropriation 
on unexpended proceeds of the TRA Bond voted in Article 11 of the 1978 
Meredith Town Meeting, amounting to approximately $12,767.89 from the 
Powers Road improvement project to improvements on Old Hubbard Road. 
The Powers Road project was completed with this balance remaining. 
Inasmuch as these funds were previously voted by two-thirds of all voters 
present and voting, the same procedure must be used to transfer these funds 
for this new purpose. 


Richard Tabor questioned if this Article would be to widen or resurface 
the road, because it is a narrow road and difficult to pass. 


He was assured this was to resurface the road. 
There was no further discussion. 


Article approved. 


ARTICLE 23 


By motion of Norman Baker, it was moved and duly seconded by 
Warner Plummer to see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $1,000 for improvements to Meredith Neck Road under the State Aid 
Reconstruction Program provided the State of New Hampshire 
appropriates $2,000. 


At this time Warner Plummer questioned the Moderator on Procedure on 
Article 22, if a two-thirds count was needed. The Moderator stated it would 
be necessary to know that it was a two-thirds vote. Mr. Parkman requested 
all in favor of Article 22 to signify by standing. The tellers took the count. On 
a nay standing count, there were none. The vote was unanimous. 
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ARTICLE 23 (continued) 


Mr. Baker stated this is an Article to raise funds to be matched by the 
State of New Hampshire under the State Aid Reconstruction Program for 
making improvements to Meredith Neck Road. We have submitted a 
request to the State Highway Department to study if there are sufficient 
funds available for the State to let a meaningful contract for improvements 
to the Neck Road. As you know this is a two to one match program, with the 
State appropriating an additional $2,000. for the year 1980. If voted in, this 
amount coupled with the previously approved amounts, will provide about 
$45,000. for reconstruction of portions of Meredith Neck Road. Mr. Baker 
said the Selectmen would like to see improvements from where they left off 
3 years ago down to Old Hubbard Road, with a decided improvement at the 
Eaton Avenue-Spindle Point turn-off which is as many people know as a 
hazard. 


There was no discussion. 


Article approved. 


ARTICLE 24 


By motion of Warner Plummer, it was moved and duly seconded by 
Harold Wyatt to see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum not 
to exceed $12,500. and appropriate an additional sum not to exceed $37,500. 
for the purpose of conducting a Sewer System Evaluation Survey which is a 
requirement contained in the Federal Water Pollution Control Act, as 
amended (33 U.S.C., Sec. 1251 et seq.) and which will qualify the Town for 
federal funds. Funds will be generated as follows: 


$12,500 to be raised by general taxation, $10,000. of which will be 
reimbursed to the Town of Meredith by the State of New Hampshire 
upon completion of the Sewer System Evaluation Survey in 
accordance with the provisions of RSA 149-B:1. 


$37,500. to be provided by the Federal Government under the 
Financial Assistance Program of the Construction Grants section of 
the Federal Water Pollution Control Act (33, U.S.C. Sec. 1251 et seq.) 


And further to allow the Selectmen to expend such monies as become 
available from the Federal Government under the Financial 
Assistance Program of the Construction Grants Section of the 
Federal Water Pollution Control Act as amended (33, U.S.C., Sec. et 
seq.) and pass any vote relating thereto. 
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The total cost of the program outlined herein will not exceed $50,000. 


Mr. Plummer stated the total exposure is $2,500. This is step No. 2. Last 
year the Town had the Sewer survey. Mr. Plummer said we are fortunate to 
be placed on the list this year to get this done, and what it all leads to is a 
Saving to the town down the road at such time as we have to start paying for 
the sewage going into the pipe that goes to the Franklin Plant. We will by 
this identify the infiltration and the inflow and identify those steps that are 
necessary to correct that. Even spending the money to correct the 
infiltration and inflow another year or two, the Town will come out money 
ahead. 


Mr. French questioned paragraph 2 in the Town Report, asking if it was 
a misprint. Mr. Plummer assured Mr. French it is a typographical error. 


There was no further discussion. 
Article approved. 
The Moderator announced a point of order. 


Gary Fletcher, Chairman of the Meredith Planning Board, requested 
because the time was getting late and people would want to vote on Article 6 
and 7, that the position be changed and go along with the voting. 


The Moderator asked all those in favor of suspending the regular 
business and going back to Articles 6 and 7 and take a Secret Ballot signify 
by saying aye. Those opposed nay. 


The motion is carried. The moderator declared we would go back to 
Articles 6 and 7 by acclamation. 


Mr. Plummer questioned if it would also be possible to go to Articles 45 
and 46. 


ARTICLE 6 


By motion of Harold Wyatt, it was moved and duly seconded by Warner 
Plummer to see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$86,500 for the purpose of performing a complete revaluation of all taxable 
property in the Town, such sum to be raised through the issuance of bonds 
and notes under the provisions of Chapter 33 of the Revised Statutes 
Annotated as amended, and to authorize the Selectmen to determine the 
rate of interest thereon and to take such other steps as may be necessary to 
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negotiate such bonds or notes as shall be in the interest of the Town of 
Meredith. 


There was no discussion and the Moderator put the Article aside to 
move to 


ARTICLE 7 


By motion of Harold Wyatt, it was moved and duly seconded by Warner 
Plummer to see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$86,500 for the purpose of performing a complete revaluation of all taxable 
property in the Town. 


Mitchell Johnson questioned the necessity of voting on both Articles 6 and 
7. The Moderator advised that Article 6 requires an affirmative vote of two- 
thirds of the voters present and voting. If the vote is in the affirmative it will 
not be necessary to vote for Article 7. 


Mr. Plummer advised that originally the Selectmen intended to ask for 
the full amount in one year. Mr. Plummer said he suggested the alternative 
of bonding it, the impact would be less, and if this passes and there is a 
revaluation, more than enough would be received to pay the cost of it. This is 
a choice of ways of doing it. One way or the other or neither, this determined 
by ballot. 


The Moderator advised Article 6 requires two-thirds of a vote, and Article 
7amajority. 


Richard Kempton requested the names on the petition. The Moderator 
read the names: Article 6: Ann Cahill, Norma Hughes, Paul Wiener, B.E. 
Wiener, Pat McGuigan, Barbara Morris, Peter Ayer, Bertha Beach, 
Raymond Hutchins, Ralph Flather, Constance Ramsey, David Little, Joan 
DiBona, Barbara Barfield, John Barfield, Joyce Tabor. Article 7 petitioners 
are the same. 


Charles Vogler recommended this article and felt that he should give 
the following issues. The last reassessment was in 1968 and 1969. The firm 
starting the work went bankrupt and the State of New Hampshire picked up 
the work and finished it. A poor revaluation was received at that time. Since 
that time there is presently an error rate which averages 23 percent. Most 
experts in this field feel that anything above 15 percent is poor and anything 
over 20 percent is unacceptable in error rates and assessing a district. There 
have been changes in property we are not aware of; land prices have 
increased at a rate more rapidly than building values; overall we are 
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assessed about 35 percent of market value. The assessor stated the job could 
not be done in-house, there are 4650 parcels and it would take one person 3 or 
4 years to do the job; secondly the one who does the job has to be approved 
by the State, and the present assessor does not meet state requirements. The 
State says there must be a revaluation firm experienced and competent in 
this field. If a revaluation is conducted it will take a year and a half and the 
resultant figures will appear in the 1981 tax bills. 


ARTICLE 45 


By motion of Page Kuether, it was moved and duly seconded to see if the 
Town will vote to direct the Selectmen to inform the appropriate 
representatives of the N.H. Department of Public Works and Highways, that 
it is the wish of the Town of Meredith that no major construction take place 
at the intersection of Routes 3 and 25 in Meredith, New Hampshire at this 
time, and that the Town of Meredith desires to be well-informed of any and 
all planned changes in the layout of the intersection of Routes 3 and 25 prior 
to the state’s committing itself to any specific layout revision. And further 
consistent with the wishes of the Town as set forth above, the Town directs 
the Selectmen as follows: that the Selectmen shall remain in contact with 
the representatives of the state of New Hampshire as to planned revisions 
and construction on the intersection, and shall hold public hearings on any 
and all proposed alterations of the intersection, whether or not otherwise 
required by law. That any proposed layout shall be presented to the town for 
a vote to determine the sentiment of the town as to the acceptability of the 
new layout. That unless or until the Town votes and indicates support for a 
revised layout of the intersection, the Selectmen shall continue to inform the 
appropriate representative of the N.H. Department of Public Works and 
Highways that the Town is opposed to such plan changes. 


Mrs. Kuether stated that this Article if voted in the affirmative means 
that the citizens don’t want any changes made at this time at the 
intersection of Routes No. 3 and No. 25. 


Marshall French stated whatever the Town does at this time will shut 
off any action whatever the State takes to handle traffic problems for 10 or 
15 years. This plan will help the traffic and will lead to further 
improvements of traffic problems, perhaps a truck lane on Route 25, and 
possibly some other type of a cut off above on Route 3. 


Mr. Craig Moriarty stated at the last public hearing there was quite a lot 
of public sentiment involving pedestrian right of way at the intersection and 
Mr. Plummer, Selectman, requested a button be put in for the convenience 
of the pedestrian wishing to cross. Subsequent to the meeting he read a 
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letter where the State gave approval for the intersection and mentioned the 
fire override but no mention was made of the pedestrian button. Has the 
State agreed to install a pushbutton for pedestrian right of way. Mr. 
Plummer advised that he did not believe they did, it was not a workable 
solution. 


David Hanlon stated after the last public hearing the two conditions the 
councilors would consider would be True’s Gift Shop and the pedestrian 
crossing. The report came back with acceptance of the project and made 
note on True’s Gift Shop; however it did not mention anything on pedestrian 
button. After inquiry the State said pedestrian crossing would be in the 
actuary system and a pushbutton would be implemented. 


Mr. French stated he had made a request to the State for a crossing at 
the shopping center on Route 25. 


The Moderator stated if Article 45 is accepted, Article 46 is a response on 
a procedure. If Article 45 is rejected, Article 46 is unnecessary. 


ARTICLE 46 


By motion of Page Kuether, it was moved and duly seconded to see if the 
Town will vote to direct the Selectmen to inform the appropriate 
representatives of the N.H. Department of Public Works and Highways, that 
it is the wish of the Town of Meredith that no major construction take place 
at the intersection of Routes 3 and 25. It further directs the Selectmen to take 
specific action relative to this matter in the event Article 45 is voted in the 
negative, Article 46 would be passed over. Should Article 45 be voted in the 
affirmative Article 46 is to see if the Town will vote to authorize and direct 
the Selectmen to retain legal counsel to take any action necessary to carry 
out the wishes of the Town in respect to any new major construction at the 
intersection of Routes 3 and 25, and to expend necessary funds for same. 


ARTICLE 25 


By motion of Selectman Plummer, it was moved and duly seconded by 
Norman Baker to see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
raise and appropriate $9,039. for updating the development of a Master 
Plan. 


Mr. Plummer stated that now is the time for the Town to plan its 
destiny, and this is one of the conditions the State Highway Department put 
on the bypass, that they would work with the Town as it developed its Master 
plan to identify a place for the mini by-pass; and a master plan will indicate 
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where we can have growth; a method where we can allow people born in this 
Town and who would like to live here, a place to do it. These are the types of 
things we are going to be looking at in the next year. 


Mrs. Peg Bertholet stressed how little the first Master Plan was used. 
Gary Fletcher stated once it was implemented, it was used very little, 
whether it was the fault of the Planning Board or the Selectmen, it is not 
known. However, it is felt now by the Planning Board it is very necessary, 
and once in effect, that it will be implemented 100 percent. Working with the 
Lakes Region Planning Commission, a Citizens Committee will be formed to 
make suggestions to work the Master Plan. 


There was no further discussion. 
A voice vote was taken. The ayes had it, the motion was carried. 


The Moderator declared the Polls closed on Articles 6, 7, 45 and 46, and 
the Tellers were requested to count the votes. 


ARTICLE 26 


By motion of George Hawkins, it was moved and duly seconded to see if 
the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $5,000. towards the 
purchase of new Christmas lights for the business section of the Town of 
Meredith. This is by request of the Chamber of Commerce. 


George Hawkins stated the Chamber of Commerce, Board of Directors 
had been asked to review the matter but the Board has not had time to 
research any money. Mr. Hawkins stated there are a number of Christmas 
decorations that are old and do not function. Mr. Hawkins suggested that 
Mr. Waldron could enlighten further. 


Herb Waldron inquired why lights had not been turned on for several 
nights in a row, and if they were not to be lit, he could see no reason for an 
expenditure of $5,000. 


Mrs. Bertholet stated since not many people are in town after 6 or 6:30 at 
night, and only the people who live in town enjoy the lights, Mrs. Bertholet 
suggested to save electricity and costs, to have nice decorations rather than 
lights. 


Roger Heilig commented where there is so much concern on energy and 
costs, decorations should be favored. 
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Mr. Hawkins suggested changing the Article to read ‘‘decorations’’ not 
“‘lights’’. Mr. Hawkins made the motion and it was duly seconded for an 
amendment to change the wording from lights to decorations. 


There was no discussion to the amendment which read: All those in favor 
of changing the word ‘“‘lights’’ to ‘‘decorations’’, please signify by a voice 
vote. 


The ayes were practically unanimous. The motion was carried. 
There was no further discussion. 


A vote was taken, the motion was defeated. 


ARTICLE 27 


By motion of Warner Plummer, it was moved and duly seconded by 
Norman Baker to see if the Town will vote to adopt an Ordinance ordering 
all businesses who use the Meredith Refuse Disposal Facility to separate all 
cardboard from other wastes brought to the facility, and to further require 
the placing of said cardboard in a designated area for recycling purposes. 
This is by petition. 


Mr. Plummer stated he had been asked by the petitioner to bring this 
before the floor. 


Marshall French questioned what happened if a commercial business 
picked up the unseparated refuse containing cardboard. Mr. Plummer did 
not see why businesses should be singled out, he said anybody who had 
cardboard, whether it was picked up or not, should have it separated. 


Roger Heilig said he couldn’t see the point in an Ordinance if it was not 
enforced. He added there is an Ordinance on glass, but the trucks that pick 
up rubbish do not sort it, apparently if rubbish and glass are picked up, it 
does not get sorted. 


Mr. Plummer advised some commercial collectors have been fined for 
not separating the glass. 


There was no further discussion. 


The vote was negative, the Article was defeated. 
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ARTICLE 28 


By motion of Warner Plummer, it was moved and duly seconded by 
Harold Wyatt to see if before the Town allows any building to be erected on 
the Hesky Park property that the voters of the Town of Meredith be allowed 
to voice their opinions at a non-binding referendum at the Annual Town 
Meeting. This is a petition. 


Judge John Ramsey, representing the Hesky family and grantors of 
Hesky Park to the Town of Meredith, stated his clients do not want any 
structure on the property, and the park is solely for recreational purposes 
and for the benefit of the people in Meredith. His clients are opposed to any 
construction in Hesky Park. Judge Ramsey stated the record of this meeting 
is closed for all times the limitations imposed by the covenants. 


There was no further discussion. 
A voice vote was taken. 


A negative vote, the Article was defeated. 


ARTICLE 29 


To see if the Town will vote to require all full-time employees of the 
Town of Meredith, New Hampshire to reside within the legal boundaries of 
the Town of Meredith, New Hampshire. To allow any full-time employee 
who now, or at the time of their hiring, live outside the Town of Meredith, 
New Hampshire, a period of time not to exceed six months to relocate within 
the Town of Meredith, New Hampshire. 


Mr. Wyatt moved that the Article be passed, it was seconded by Mr. 
Plummer. 


The Moderator declared ‘‘the motion passed,’”’ meaning the defeat of the 
Article. 


Mr. Wyatt explained that the Town cannot enforce this as there is a 
State Law against it, and these are Judges’ decisions. 


The Moderator explained if an affirmative vote is taken, it will defeat 
the Article. To vote in the negative, the vote will be in favor of the Article. 


A voice vote was taken, The Article was passed (defeated). 
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ARTICLE 30 


By motion of Norman Baker, it was moved and duly seconded to see if 
the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $12,000 to help defray 
the expenses of the Lakes Region General Hospital. This is by request of the 
Lakes Region General Hospital for an unspecified amount of assistance. 


Mr. Baker explained 34 patients were provided services in the amount of 
$23,327. for which the hospital received no payment. The contribution of 
$12,000. goes for new equipment only. 


William Lowth, Marshall French, and Dr. J. Vazifdar spoke in favor of 
the article. 


There was no further discussion. 


A voice vote was taken, the Article was carried. 


ARTICLE 31 


By motion of Warner Plummer, it was moved and duly seconded to see 
if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,300. to help 
support the Lakes Region Family Services. 


John Martin, Director of the Family Service Organization, explained 
that this service is to help families in time of crisis. During 1979 the 
organization provided services to 19 adults and 34 children. The costs to the 
Town of Meredith was $2,200., the organization received payments of $286. 
from the residents served. 

There was no further discussion. 


The vote was in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 32 

By motion of Dr. J. Vazifdar, it was moved and duly seconded to see if 
the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $5,381.58 to help 
support the Community Action Program. 


There was no discussion. 


Affirmative vote to the motion. 
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ARTICLE 33 


By motion of Edward Varney, it was moved and duly seconded to see if 
the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $6,935.99 to help 
support the Inter-Lakes Day Care Center. 


Mr. Varney explained that Meredith children represent the largest 
percentage at the Day Care Center. The Day Care Center he stated is both 
private and public and is expensive for those people who can pay; 
unfortunately this year the Day Care Center is losing some of these children. 
The funds last year have gone to the improvement of the facility which has 
been insulated and new equipment purchased. 


There was no discussion. 

There was a unanimous vote in the affirmative. 
ARTICLE 34 

By motion of Scott Bracket, it was moved and duly seconded to see if the 
Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,659.36 for the benefit of 
the Lakes Region Association. 

This is a promotion of the area, stated Mr. Bracket, to help support local 
economy in the area as well as the White Mountains and the Seacoast. The 
basic reason for the organization is to keep the people coming to the area, 
similar to a Chamber of Commerce. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Marden commented that this type of advertising more 
than pays off. Advertising this way goes to more places than we could afford 
to send it. 

There was no further discussion. 

There was a unanimous vote in the affirmative. 

ARTICLE 35 

By motion of George Hawkins, it was moved and duly seconded by S. 
Cassazza to see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$2,500. contribution to the Chamber of Commerce towards the expenses of 


operating the Visitors’ Center. 


Mr. Hawkins spoke of the highlights of the Chamber over the past year, 
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and the concern of the present year as to gasoline availability. 

There was no discussion. 

There was an almost unanimous vote, the motion was carried. 
ARTICLE 36 

By motion of Drew Tracy, it was moved and duly seconded by Dorothy 


Hartson to see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$3,500. for the purpose of establishing a community events account: 


Fourth of July Celebration $2,000. 
Patriotic Ceremonies 500. 
Old Home Days 1,000. 


To instruct the member to the house to sponsor a law allowing a reserve 
account for community events in the Town of Meredith. These funds would 
remain in reserve and any revenue produced would be carried over from 
year to year within this account for the purpose of making this account self- 
supporting. 


Mr. Tracy explained that the Fourth of July Celebration was increased 
$500. due to the increase in the cost of fireworks, the operator and insurance. 
Patriotic Ceremonies is for Memorial Day. Old Home Days last year cost 
$3,000. and all but $100 was contributed. $1,000. is requested this year so the 
second half can be worked upon, which will be a reserve account, to be used 
in the event contributions are not forthcoming. 


There was no discussion. 
The vote was affirmative, the motion was carried. 
ARTICLE 37 


By motion of Joe Dever, it was moved and duly seconded by Mark 
Gallagher to see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$3,000. for a perimeter survey, topographic mapping, planimetric mapping, 
and site plan of town-owned property known as Prescott Park and ‘‘Cataldo 
Property.” This is by request of Parks & Recreation Department. 


Mr. Dever explained that during the warm months Prescott Park is 
overused by 8 different leagues, organizations and individuals totalling in 
1979, 298 requests for the use of Prescott Park. Therefore, the need for 
additional fields has been clearly established. The first step to any 
development is a survey, topographical mapping, and site plan of the total 
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property. This is required 1) for better planned facilities 2) to conform to 
Wetlands Ordinance enacted in 1979. 


Charles Vogler explained Mr. Blais had been paid $1,700 a year or two 
ago, and questioned if this survey was not sufficient. Mr. Plummer 
answered that nearly the whole perimeter of the park, except the side along 
the brook had been covered. Mr. Plummer questioned how extensive a 
topographic mapping was needed and went on to say he offered the Director 
his services as a Registered Land Surveyor, along with Mr. Hanlon, 
although he stated he was not sure Mr. Hanlon knew this, but if the 
Recreation Commission would help, the offer still goes. 


There was no further discussion. 
The nayes had it; the Article lost. 
ARTICLE 38 


By motion of Mark Gallagher, it was moved and duly seconded by 
Dorothy Hartson to see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $3,000. 
for a site plan for Leavitt Park. Appropriation of funds for the 
improvements will be requested in 1981. 


Mr. Gallagher said this is a need that has been associated with the 
Parks and Recreation and it is not reflected in the typical services in the 
Town; however, there had been conversation earlier in the evening that it is 
necessary to plan for the Town, and it is not possible to plan without a 
survey. The erosian at Leavitt Park has been so severe it contributes to the 
shallow water at Leavitt Park beach and each year loads of sand are 
dumped on the beach, and then it washes away. For the past 4 years, the 
Recreation Commission has applied for Federal Funds but in the 
application the only boundary lines available were those of abutting 
properties. No plans for application for Federal Funds can be made until 
there is a survey. 


Mr. Sprague felt the Town Engineer could survey this as well as other 
properties to save the $3,000. 


Mr. Gallagher inquired what the Town Engineer’s qualifications are to 
do this survey work, and before a vote is made it should be known if he is 
legally capable of doing this work to the extent that is acceptable to the 
people funds are being applied from. 


Mr. Hanlon explained he is a Civil Engineer, but to do property 
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surveying, you have to be a Land Surveyor in the State of New Hampshire. 
Mr. Hanlon wanted to thank Mr. Plummer, who is a Land Surveyor, for his 
surveying services. 


Mr. Hanlon explained he and the Recreation Director have met with the 
Soil Conservation Service as far as this program is concerned and are not 
optimistic that funds would be received at this time. Application is being 
made to the Bureau of Recreation for 100 percent funding, but a land survey 
will have to be accomplished. 


Mr. Plummer said if a site plan for Leavitt Park is needed, Mr. Hanlon 
is within his rights; only the boundaries require a land surveyor. Mr. Hanlon 
acknowledged that the boundaries would have to be established. 


Mrs. Bertholet stated since we need a land survey more and more for 
Federal funding, we should take $3,000 and send Mr. Hanlon to school to get 
his degree. 

There was no further discussion. 

A voice vote was taken. The Article was defeated. 


The Moderator announced that he had the results of the vote taken 
earlier by ballot: 


ARTICLE 6 YES: 112 NO: 160 Article 6 Defeated. 
ARTICLE 7 YES: 92 NO: 181 Article 7 Defeated. 
ARTICLE 45 YES: 98 NO: 175 Article 45 Defeated. 
ARTICLE 46 YES: 89 NO: 175 Article 46 Defeated. 
ARTICLE 39 


By motion of Mark Gallagher, it was moved and duly seconded by Drew 
Tracy to see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $5,000. 
for safety and park improvements to Meredith Center Park. To see if the 
Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen and Town Manager to apply for, 
receive and expend any matching funds applicable to this project, not to 
exceed the appropriation in Part A. 
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Mr. Gallagher explained this is a very small park at Meredith Center. It 
has been neglected over the past years. The equipment is rusted and unsafe; 
the land is uneven. The money would be used for fill, basketball court, 
landscaping, and replacement of playground equipment. The second half of 
this article would allow for the possibility of obtaining HCRS funds which if 
obtained would have a real impact of $2,500. 


There was no discussion. 
The ayes had it, the motion was carried. 
ARTICLE 40 


To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,000. 
for the purchase of a surplus-used-van-vehicle to be used by the Parks & 
Recreation Departments ‘‘On-The-Road”’ Program. This program will 
serve the outlying areas of town, pre-school youth and senior citizens with 
leisure services. 


Drew Tracy announced in view of recent circumstances in 
consideration, the Parks & Playgrounds Commission requested Article 40 be 
tabled, Town Warrant 1980. 


The motion was made to table the Article, and it was seconded. The vote 
was unanimous. The Motion was tabled. 


ARTICLE 41 


By motion of Mark Gallagher, it was moved and duly seconded to see if 
the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum of $3,000. for 
reconstruction and repairs of 1 dugout at Prescott Park and 2 bathhouses at 
Waukewan Beach and other repairs, replacements necessary, caused By 
vandals and malicious damage to Town Property. 


Mr. Gallagher discussed the problems the Parks Department and the 
Town is having with a small group of individuals causing acts of vandalism 
and malicious damage. Since the insurance claims for any of these acts is 
met with $1,000. deductable, and the damages have been less than the 
deductable, the amount of $3,000. will be needed in 1980 to repair-replace the 
damages. 


Mrs. Bertholet suggested bathhouses, benches, etc. be constructed of 
concrete so cars causing damage would be wrecked rather than Town 


property. 
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There was no further discussion. 
The vote was in the affirmative, the motion carried. 
ARTICLE 42 


By motion of Robert Bennett, it was moved and duly seconded to see if 
the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to sell the handtub called 
‘‘Wamesit”’ and any other antique fire fighting equipment and-or obsolete 
artifacts to the Wamesit Companies, volunteer firemen’s Association, Inc. 
for one dollar and Consideration, said equipment and artifacts to remain in 
the Town of Meredith, New Hampshire. 


Mr. Bennett explained the Association would like to buy, for one dollar, 
at the Association expense, the handtub called ‘‘Wamesit’’, to be housed, 
displayed, for the benefit of all Town people, for utilization by the Fire 
Department and other various activities. 


Mr. Kempton stated the Town should give this to the Wamesit Company. 
There was no further discussion. 


The vote was unanimous, the motion carried. 


ARTICLE 43 


By motion of Harold Wyatt, it was moved and duly seconded by Warner 
Plummer to see if the Town will vote to authorize the Conservation 
Commission to retain the unexpended portion of its 1979 appropriation, said 
funds to be placed in a special Conservation Fund in accordance with RSA 
36:A:5. 


Mr. Wyatt stated this is required annually. The Conservation 
Commission Budget is a total of $200. and last year the money was allowed to 
be carried over. Someday this is hoped to be built up to buy a small Town 
Forest. If the Conservation Commission wishes to spend the money, it has to 
have been an approved Article. 


There was no further discussion. 


Unanimous vote, the motion carried. 
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ARTICLE 44 


By motion of Gilda Keenan, it was moved and duly seconded by 
EvaMarie Olsen to see if the Town will vote to authorize that the 
Conservation Commission be empowered to manage the Town Forest(s) 
under the provisions of RSA 31:112 (11), and that any proceeds as might 
accrue from said forest(s) be placed in a separate Conservation Trust Fund 
to be managed by said Commission. 


Mr. Wyatt said we have no Town Forest; this is a legal function of the 
Conservation Commission and has to be voted by the people before the 
Conservation Commission can do anything should Meredith get a Town 
Forest. This is a way to accumulate money. 

There was no discussion. 

Unanimous Vote, the motion carried. 


The Moderator entertained a motion to adjourn. 


The Moderator declared the Meeting adjourned at 11:30 P.M.

The Fire Department was toned out to answer 155 fire calls for the year. 
This showed a marked increase in chimney fires and also automobile fires. 
We cannot emphasize enough that the homeowner who has switched to 
wood, must keep a better check on chimney conditions and the type of wood 
being burned. Also these new compact cars should be checked more often as 
the electrical system needs more attention than ever before, to prevent 
shorts in the wiring which eventually start a blaze under the hood. 


In June, seven men attended the Lakes Region Fire School in Gilford; 
three of these men went to classes on both days. In September, four men 
travelled to Fitzwilliam to attend the Meadowood Fire School; one of these 
went for the two days. This proves the quality of men we are now getting into 
the department. They want to learn, to be able to do a better job in the fire 
service for the Town of Meredith. 


Also during the year, many classes were conducted by the older men to 
impart training information to many of the new trainees. 


Members of the department have been working during the year to find 
suitable land in order to construct a building to house the hand tub. We 
would like to get started in the restoration of this piece of equipment to be 
displayed for all to see and enjoy. Currently the land we have in mind is 
being held up due to improper title transfer in past years. We still have 
hopes that the situation can be corrected and the men can get started on the 
site construction and eventually the restoration project.

Forest Fire Prevention: Your Business, Our Business, Good Business. 
Forest fire prevention slogans have been seen in association with Smokey 
Bear since the late nineteen forties when a national effort to check the 
spread of forest fires was implemented. 


New Hampshire residents recognized that forest fire prevention and 
suppression was the responsibility of every citizen, a half century before 
this national campaign, when our legislature established our first forest fire 
laws in 1903. Since that date, the State has appointed a town-city forest fire 
warden who is responsible for forest fire law enforcement in his 
municipality. 


All fires kindled out of doors when there is no snow on the ground must 
be approved in writing by the forest fire warden before being kindled. All 
forest fires must be suppressed by the warden and his deputies as soon as 
they are reported. The cost of fire suppression is shared jointly by the town- 
city and the State of New Hampshire, as are forest fire prevention and forest 
fire training costs. 


This state and local municipality cooperative forest fire program has 
given New Hampshire one of the best forest fire records in the United States.

Town Engineer’s Report 


1980 completed the second full year of the consolidation of various 
operational disciplines into a Department of Public Works. These areas are: 


Highway Department 

Water and Sewer Department 
Refuse and Incinerator 
Buildings and Grounds 


Specific goals and accomplishments made in 1980 were: completion of 
the first year of a two-part five-year Highway Capital Improvement 
Program which consisted of the resurfacing-reconstruction of a portion of 
Main Street; reconstruction of Red Gate Lane; stock room parts inventories 
and amortization of rolling stock equipment; completion of Hydrant 
Replacement Program; accurate records of all water gate locations and 
maintenance program for operation of all gates and hydrants; improved 
water quality testing to include Turbidity; increased fuel efficiency at 
incinerator site resulting in energy savings in burning operations; improved 
monitoring of wastewater effluent at our Wastewater Treatment Plant; and 
continued improvements with Buildings and Grounds in the areas of energy 
savings to buildings and maintenance to Town owned grounds. 


Elaboration of the Town’s water and sewer facilities planning have been 
explained in the specifics: ‘Water and Sewer Department Reports for the 
Year 1980 and Protection Thereof.’’ These explanations are based on the 
Town Engineer’s input from existing facility studies, our Town Water and 
Sewer Consultants-Environmental Engineers, Inc., and the State 
Winnipesaukee River Basin Authority. 


The Office of the Town Engineer also provides technical consultation to 
the Meredith Planning Board and Zoning Board of Appeals. This service 
provides expediency to applicants in reviewing and processing while 
advising the respective Boards with technical input so that all information is 
available to them for analysis in their decision making process. 


As Health Officer, it was my duty to uphold State Public Health 
Ordinances and make frequent inspections and investigations for the State 
Department of Welfare. Another aspect of this job is related to inspections 
and Town Approvals of subsurface septic systems. The year 1980 produced 
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the following activity in this field: 


New Systems: 88 
Repaired: 8 
Abandoned: 22 


The Office of the Building Inspector saw an erratic year in new building 
construction because of the high interest rates and inflationary costs, 
especially of building materials. The following statistics are for the year 
1980: 


New Construction-Residential 53 
New Construction-Commercial 5 
Additional Mobile Homes 

Additions-Alterations 61 


I would like to take this opportunity to publicly express my personal 
appreciation and sincere thanks to the men of the Meredith Public Works 
Department for their faithful and efficient service.

The anticipated savings from the first mild and snowless winter in years 
never materialized, as the severe cold and lack of snow insulation caused 
havoc with frozen culverts that demanded many man hours, usually spent in 
Snow plowing, spent in thawing activities. 


Many major construction projects were completed this past year. The 
resurfacing of Main Street, which included the laying of new curb, sidewalk, 
and shimming and asphalt. Overlay was finished before the heavy summer 
traffic. 


The Red Gate Lane project which included complete reconstruction and 
new drainage system, penetration and sealing was completed early this past 
fall. 


Aside from the normal spring and fall maintenance, the department lent 
assistance to Park and Playgrounds in widening and grading the main 
parking lot at Prescott Park, as well as the leveling and reshaping of one of 
the little league fields. Equipment was utilized in C.E.T.A. project of 
clearing and refurbishing of John Bond Swasey and Leavitt Parks. 


Vandalism reared its ugly head this past year as countless street and 
road signs were either demolished or stolen. 


As voted by Town Meeting in March, the department took delivery of a 
new one-ton and five-ton diesel truck as well as some much needed small 
equipment. 


In June, the Public Works Department itself recognized Jack 
Maheux’s number of years of service to the department with a surprise 
retirement party and gifts. 


While maintenance costs have sky-rocketed, I am happy to report that 
minimal use of larger vehicles in smaller projects have resulted in 
substantial savings in fuel cost. Preventative maintenance procedures 
initiated a year ago as well as timely painting, lengthened replacement time 
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on a number of vehicles in the Public Works fleet. 


In the year ahead, we hope to continue road repairs and maintenance as 
time and funds allow.

The year 1980 marked the first time since initial operation that the 
equipment was overtaxed and faced replacement. 


Early into the summer months, after record tonnage during the 4th of 
July weekend, it was learned that a combustion chamber (where smoke is 
burnt) slated for replacement, had deteriorated to the point that servicing 
would have to be accomplished during the busy summer months. Without 
interruption of service, the unit was replaced and on line the following day. 
This quick action resulted in saving portions of the original unit, giving the 
Town an additional unit, with only the cost of replacing the original 
refractory. 


The investigation of new recycling markets continued thoughout the 
year. Having added newsprint, the employees, along with a group of 
dedicated volunteers, initiated a project to solve the problem of the disposal 
of cans. A partial solution was found and initiated when a market was 
discovered for aluminum beverage cans. 


While labor costs to handle what had to be termed as the “busiest 
summer” to date increased, I am happy to report substantial savings in a 
few areas. Experimentation with both incinerator units have resulted in 
lessening fuel cost drastically. In-house repairs and timely maintenance 
have almost eliminated outside use of contractors. 


I must warn that the overtaxing of equipment in the summer months 
and the actual aging of incinerators themselves will warrant timely repairs 
and replacement. I am confident that through usage of the present Public 
Works expertise, much of this work can be accomplished without disrupting 
service and at a substantial savings. 


With the continued cooperation and support of the people of Meredith 
and a dedicated staff we will strive to serve you in the coming year.

Work continued on the comprehensive water analysis this year. 
Acquiring water from well exploration has surfaced as one of the many 
viable alternatives. 


An important amendment to the 1979 Federal Safe Drinking Water Act 
as approved by the New Hampshire Water Pollution Control Commission 
will also allow investigation of superchlorination-dechlorination of the 
present water system. If the Town qualifies, this would exempt the system 
from full treatment as previously mandated. 


Regardless of the eventual source, or combinations, to adequately 
service the Town, civil work, to include expansion and improvement of the 
transmission system and a 1% million gallon storage tank will be 
necessitated to insure adequate fire protection and domestic use for the 
future. 


The year 1980 saw a continuation of the hydrant replacement program 
initiated a year ago. Work continued on an internal updating of a file and 
map system of the town’s entire water system, encompassing gates and 
shutoffs. 


The department also is, and will, assist in the construction of dry 
hydrants for adequate fire protection for many of the rural areas. 


I would like to thank the residents of Meredith for their patience and 
understanding during unavoidable interruptions of service.

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Report Of The 
Meredith Conservation Commission 


1980 


The Meredith Conservation Commission continued to hold monthly 
meetings throughout the year 1980, at the Municipal Building. All dredge 
and fill applications made to the Concord Special Board were reviewed. 
When it was deemed necessary, on site inspections of the proposals were 
made and the resulting recommendations were transmitted to the Board. 


At the March Town Meeting, the Commission was granted permission to 
manage any ‘‘designated town forests.”’ If any town-owned lands are so 
designated, this would enable the Commission to manage and maintain 
them in a manner acceptable to good forest management practices. 


Representatives of the Commission have been active in aiding the 
development of the new Town Master Plan, attending committee meetings 
and assisting special committees working on this Master Plan. 


The Commission once again voted to assist any high school student who 
wished to attend the Conservation Camp at Bear Brook State Park. 


Three Commission members attended the Annual Meeting of The State 
Association of Conservation Commissions and the dedication of the new 
Conservation Center in Concord by the New Hampshire Association for the 
Protection of Forests. 


The Commission was represented at the Municipal Law Lecture Series 
at the Humiston Building. 


The Commission ordinarily meets on the first Thursday of each month 
and welcomes visitors at these sessions.

It has been a pleasure working with Meredith again this year. We look 
forward to working with you further in the ensuing months. 


Our request for funding each year is based on a “‘share average 
method.’’ This computation is based upon the 1980 population figures for 
Meredith and the 1979 equalized valuation of your community. The amount 
requested for fiscal year 1982 is $4,141.00. 


Thirty communities are active members of the Lakes Region Planning 
Commission. 


Lakes Region communities have been strongly committed to using a 
regional planning agency, both for consultation and as a vehicle of inter- 
local cooperation. In 1980, two-thirds of the LRPC budget came from our 
towns, both in the form of dues and contracts. This degree of local support is 
unique in New Hampshire. 


About half of the dues money received from member towns is used to 
support regional planning activities. I have attached an extensive list of 
these activities for your scrutiny. Please review them. 


The Lakes Region Planning Commission has been increasing its 
emphasis on economic development. We are aware that good land use 
decisions are most likely in a climate of economic well-being. We are 
becoming more responsive to those communities that seek assistance on 
matters of economic development. 


Your continued active membership in the Lakes Region Planning 
Commission is important to Meredith and to the region. My staff and I look 
forward to working with your community for another year. 


In recent months, we have assisted Meredith in the following ways: 


-Conducted interdisciplinary NSF assessment of a _ proposed 
subdivision development along Lake Waukewan. 


-Received and recommended changes in zoning and subdivision 
regulations. 


-Conducted a comprehensive survey of seasonal residents. 


-Consultant for update of Master Plan. 
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Transportation: 
-Established CART, Inc. (Cooperative Action for Regional Transit), 
a regional transit brokerage scheduled to begin operation in 1981. 


Water Quality: 
-Obtained a National Science Foundation grant to sponsor a resident 
scientist to recommend a solution to the milfoil problem. 
-Drafted legislation, including funding provisions, to correct milfoil 
problems. 
-LRPC is funded to begin recommending local groundwater 
protection measures. 


Historic Preservation: 
-In the process of beginning historic resources project. 


Economic Development: 
-Hosted the only economic development meeting that occurs 
regularly and involves communities from both the north and south 
sides of the lake. 


Energy: 
-Planned and hosted New Hampshire’s first solar energy workshop 
designed for bankers, builders and Planning Board members. 


Land Use: 
-Hosted the Law Lecture Series for local officials. 
-Developed model Earth Excavation Regulations, based on Chap. 
155-E. 


Forest Resources: 
-Became the first region in New Hampshire to adopt comprehensive 
forest land use policies as part of its overall plan. 


Agricultural Preservation: 
-Worked actively with the State in its process to purchase farmland 
development rights. Lobbied for local government participation and 
pushed the State for timely release of information. 


This list will grow before the fiscal year ends in June. In addition, you 
are encouraged to come to the office in Meredith to take advantage of our

Report Of The Executive Secretary 
July 1, 1979 to June 30, 1980 


The end of the 1979 Summer season ended up in the Lakes Region better 
than many of our New Hampshire neighbors did. We would like to think that 
our active program helped in this economic factor. We were again able to 
build our program and thru special projects we were able to increase our 
budget by 35 percent in income and by 32 percent in expenses, staying ahead 
slightly. 


Our Where To In The Lakes Region Booklet continues to be the main 
thrust of the Association. This 128 page booklet with many four color pages 
gives an over all impression of the Region, what its towns have to offer, and 
what the business complexes are like. The book continues to enjoy an 
editorial-advertising ratio of 55 percent editorial and 45 percent advertising. 


In the Fall we put together another year of cooperative advertising- 
mailing program with nine Chambers of Commerce and 11 private 
operations participating in this project. We did a white space advertising 
program in major magazines and several newspapers and the response of 
over 23,000 individual requests for literature gave us an overall inquiry cost 
of $.40 per inquiry. That is the best results yet from a four year project, and 
we feel was most instrumental in the very good Summer of 1980 season. 


Your Secretary has served on the New Hampshire Travel Council, and 
is also a member of the Matching Grants Screening Committee. As well as 
membership on many state and regional committees. All of this helps to 
keep the Lakes Region well abreast of the needs and aims of the Vacation 
Travel business. 


For the past two years your Secretary has participated in the State’s 
team at the American Bus Association Conventions. Here we have devoted 
special time to cultivating the Group and Bus business, certainly a means to 
filling rooms during the in-between times, and a trend that is increasing 
yearly. 


The Lakes Region Attractions, which is a Committee within our 
Association of seven attractions again printed their own folder and 
distributed it well thru out the Eastern part of the United States. They 
pledge their own budget for printing, advertising and distribution, as well as 
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advertising on Television and newspaper and magazines. 


The Lakes Region Association, in cooperation with Duncan Fitchett 
prints annually the Lake Winnipesaukee Navigational Chart, which is an 
excellent safety feature for good boating. We also have the Central Lakes 
Region Map re-issued this past year. 


The Lakes Region Association participates in the New Hampshire 
Lodging Directory and coordinates this for the five other Regions. Thus 
giving the State 200,000 copies for distribution of the Lodging facilities of the 
State. 


The Region was able to fulfill a long needed requirement in producing a 
Kios and full slide show for use at Travel Shows and other exhibits. This was 
accomplished with a Matching Grant Application. We continue to volunteer 
time at many of the Travel Shows and Mall shows that the state participates 
in to keep abreast of the public needs and desires for vacation information. 


We will continue to work with the State Energy Office, for any problem 
in securing gasoline presents a problem to our industry. 


As inflation increases the need for jobs for young unskilled workers are 
found best in the Tourist industry. And as inflation also places the squeeze 
on business profits we will continue to work with our members for them to 
get the best possible return on their investment in our Association.

This decision has 
been appealed to the New Hampshire Superior Court and will be decided in 
February. 


The Court also returned to us the ‘‘Mt. Washington case’’ for further 
deliberation. Our decision was that as an outdoor recreational facility, the 
Mt. Washington was a permitted use. The case was again appealed to the 
Superior Court and we await its decision. 


We continue to ask for any constructive criticism of the Zoning Board 
and encourage your attendance at our meetings.

The Meredith Parks and Recreation Department successfully 
completed its second year of year-round recreational service in 1980. A 
change in the administration of the department occurred during the year, 
but the transition was smooth and we continued to offer a wide range of 
recreation programs and Services. 


Besides regular recreation programming, the Recreation Department 
sponsored several ‘‘Community Events’”’ during the year. Winter Carnival

He is Scott Vittner who filled the vacancy created by the 
resignation of Drew Tracey. 


Cooperation with the Inter-Lakes School District continued to be strong. 
With the aid of the schools the Meredith Youth Parks and Recreation 
Council (M.Y.P.A.R.C.) was formed as an advisory board to the Parks and 
Recreation Commission. 


I take this opportunity to thank the other departments within the Town 
of Meredith who have all supported and aided the Recreation Department 
during 1980. I especially thank the Highway Department for their 
outstanding efforts in maintaining the best parks around — ours!

DID YOU KNOW THAT: 


In the Civil War Years, Center Harbor had no harbor on Lake Win- 
nipesaukee (Winnipisogee) as the Congregational Church, graveyard, 
Senter House Hotel (Gilman and Huntress) and the Jeweller’s Shop, freight 
houses, and docks were all in Meredith. Years later, the Old Center Harbor 
Road was abandoned and the town line moved back to the present ‘‘Sands of 
Brookhurst”’ area, a mile south on present Route 25. 


Bear Island, the largest island in the big lake, now houses over 200 
summer families and a few ‘‘year rounders.”’ In 1859, it had 5 residences: 2 
Bickfords, 2 Maloons, and 1 Dockham. None of the other many islands 
within Meredith were shown to have residences. 


Winnipesaukee Street by the Banks was in 1859 still Main Street. Part of 
the Tannery and Blacksmith Shop still stand as part of the present Shell 
Station and shed. 


Meredith Center and before that Parade Road (Meredith was once 
called ‘‘New Salem’’) were the livliest centers of population, and Meredith 
Village grew faster after the railroad came in and perhaps the last Indians 
were dispossessed. 


Where the Towle Gift Shop is presently, Caleb Towle of that family 
lived. Caleb weighed in at 560 lbs.; and his chair and homespun trousers are 
exhibited at the Meredith Historical Society’s Museum.

Report To The Towns 


This year has been a very busy year for your Day Care Center. During 
the last twelve months 129 children were served from 101 families from 
seven towns in the Inter-Lakes region. Operating on a year-round basis from 
6:30 a.m. to 5:30 p.m. the Day Care Center has made it possible for the 
parents of 115 children to maintain employment bringing into the 
community a combined income of well over a million dollars! As a private, 
non-profit agency governed by a volunteer Board of Directors consisting of 
parents and interested people from the community, the Center operates a 
comprehensive preschool program for three to six year olds, and before and 
after school program for children of elementary school age. In providing for 
social, emotional, physical, and educational development a full range of 
services is offered including education, health care, vision and hearing 
screening, immunizations, mental care, nutrition, and information and 
referral. As a participant in the New Hampshire Child Care Food Program 
sponsored by USDA hot lunches, breakfasts, and snacks are served daily. 
During the last year 7553 lunches, 1934 breakfasts, and 15,539 snacks were 
served. 


The total budget of the Inter-Lakes Day Care Center for 1981 is 
$116,410.79. Of this we will be receiving tuition paid by parents $46,060.41, 
$21,703.88 from N.H. Child Care Food Program (USDA), and $5,692.50 from 
CETA. This also includes the following: $42,954.00 of which $24,668.00 is Title 
XX, $8,436.00 from Aid to Families with Dependent Children, and $9,850.00 
which must be obtained in local funding in order to receive the federal 
-amount. The money we receive from the towns that we serve is matched 
three times by the federal government. 


Area residents are always invited to visit the Inter-Lakes Day Care 
Center and Nursery School at 11 Lang Street in Meredith.

For this consideration, the society provides a suitable shelter, making it 
available 24 hours a day for your animal control officer to leave strays or 
restrain animals. This satisfies your Town’s requirement under Chapter 
442-A, Rabies Control Act. The society will assist your animal control officer 
in any unusual animal problems, cremate dead animals and investigate 
possible cruelty complaints. 


For your residents, the Society’s shelter on Meredith Center Road is 
open seven days a week (except holidays) from 10-5 p.m. to receive 
unwanted animals or assist them with animals that must be humanely put to 
sleep. A small donation is requested for this service. We will also assist in 
the return of lost pets and offer healthy animals for adoption. 


We feel the 1981 Animal Control Agreement is fair and complete,

ANNUAL REPORT 


The Meredith Area Community Action Program has continued to 
provide comprehensive human services to your community during 1980. In 
fact, services delivered to the Town of Meredith in the last year have 
increased by 97.8 percent over 1979. We are constantly upgrading our 
programs to better serve the needs of low-income and elderly families in 
Meredith. 


Listed below are some of the services that the Community Action 
Program offers to the residents of Meredith. 


INFORMATION AND REFERRAL 

This service provides information, referral, and counseling in the areas 
of social services, employment, child care, consumer education, nutrition, 
health, housing, and energy, among others. 


ENERGY CRISIS ASSISTANCE PROGRAM 

This program is designed to aid families who are unable to keep up with 
the rapidly increasing costs of energy. During 1980, it provided up to $400 per 
family for payment of fuel bills, obtaining fuel, or providing food and 
clothing for those families whose money was spent on the high cost of 
energy. 


WEATHERIZATION 

Through this program, eligible households receive the services of 
trained work crews, as well as materials, to ‘‘tighten up’’ their houses and 
increase energy efficiency. 


RURAL HOME REPAIR 
Eligible families receive substantial rehabilitation of deteriorating 
homes. 


ELDERLY NUTRITION PROGRAM 

In addition to the Meals-on-Wheels and Congregate Meals services, the 
Elderly Nutrition Program also provides Senior Citizens with information 
and referral, counseling, health and nutrition education, and recreation. 


SENIOR COMPANIONS PROGRAMS 
This program provides employment for Companions and regular visits 
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and companionship for elderly shut-ins. 


RURAL TRANSPORTATION SERVICE 

The Belknap County Rural Transportation Service is designed to help 
elderly and low-income persons in need of transportation to medical and 
dental appointments, shopping, Senior Citizen activities, and other errands. 
The Meredith C.A.P. bus provides round-trip service from Meredith to 
Laconia on a regularly-scheduled basis. 


OPERATION GREEN THUMB 

Vegetable seed, tomato plants, seed potatoes and fertilizer were 
distributed to eligible families in the spring. Community Action Program 
employees and volunteers planted gardens on donated land and distributed 
the produce among Senior Citizens and needy families. 


FAMILY PLANNING 

Provides individuals and families with counseling and educational 
services, aS well as medical care, including V.D. and pregnancy testing. 
These services are available to all, with low and moderate income 
households receiving the services free of charge and others being asked for 
a donation to assist the continuation of the program. 


WIC (Women, Infants, and Children Supplemental Food Program) 

Eligible families, where a woman is pregnant or there are children 
under the age of five, receive health and nutritional counseling by a 
Registered Nurse and a Certified Nutritionist. If a woman or child is found 
to be at a nutritional risk, the family receives vouchers for specific foods to 
supplement the family diet.

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History Of The 
Meredith Historical Society 


The Freewill Baptist Church of Meredith was organized in 1800 and the 
building was built between 1800 and 1804. Elder Simon Pottle of Middleton 
came to that part of the town, two and a half miles from the village, now 
known as Oak Hill, and held several meetings. This Church has been called 
‘‘Pottle Meeting House” and the ‘‘Oak Hill Meeting House.” 


Its organization probably took place after the first Baptism, and was 
regarded as a branch of the New Durham Mother Church. The name of the 
Community Churches was the Anti-Pedo Baptist. The religious interest 
continued, and at the end of the second year there were one hundred and 
thirty four members which later expanded to three hundred and fifty two in 
1838. The building was remodeled in 1898, and meetings were held in it 
during the summer. This church continued for seventy years and disbanded 
in 1946. 


The building was acquired in 1950 by The Historical Society and the land 
was given by the late Clarence Gordon, and is now used as their Museum. 
Incorporation papers were received July 26, 1950 from the New Hampshire 
State Secretary. 


The Meredith Historical Society was organized in 1950. The object of the 
Society is for the purpose of collecting, preserving, writing and publishing 
whatever may be of value relating to the history of Meredith and to preserve 
all valuable books, manuscripts, prints, relics and other articles relating to 
the history of the town. . 


The Society met at the home of Ernest Nedeau on Dec. 20, 1949 and the 
first meeting at Irwin Anair’s on Jan. 3, 1950. 


When the land and buildings were sold to the Society in 1950 it was 
without heat and lights. The early members soon had two huge wood stoves 
and electricity and lights installed. 


Meetings are now held from April through December. The first and last 
meetings are held at The Congregational Church, and the Summer Meetings 
are held at the Museum on what is now called Winona Road, at 8 p.m. The 
Society has had many interesting speakers and visitors are welcome at 
these meetings. 


During the summer months the Museum holds Open House on Saturday 
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afternoons from 1 to 4 p.m. and there is always someone in attendance. All 
are welcome to come in and browse around. There are many interesting 
articles and papers to view there. 


A Building Fund was started in 1968 and is slowly growing with the 
hopes of someday remodeling and enlarging the building. In 1969 there was 
$23.00 in the fund and as of this date the fund has grown to the $12,000.00 
mark. 


In 1909 The Boston Post Newspaper provided gold headed canes to towns 
in New England to the oldest resident in town. The canes were not to become 
the property of the recipient but upon their demise to be returned to the 
town. In 1970 the Town Officials of Meredith entrusted the awarding of these 
canes to The Historical Society. Now they find there are two canes in 
Meredith and one is held by Mrs. Hauck, the mother of Mrs. Doris 
Reinhardt, the other until his recent death by Chester Bickford. The Boston 
Post no longer exists, but this is a unique custom which is still carried on in 
many New England towns. 


The Society now has a membership of 116 and is still growing.

Although the Legislature was not in session this past year (1980), there 
was a considerable amount of activity with Interim Study, Public hearings 
and reports which had to be finished before the 1981 session. The Sunset 
Committee, of which Iam a member, hired staff, who have been working 
since last spring, compiling their reports so that standing committees of the 
House and Senate can evaluate the over 125 State agencies which, under the 
Sunset Law, are due to expire in 1981 unless renewed by legislative action. 


On two separate occasions, our dedicated Legislators, without mileage 
payments, came back in force, to solve the anticipated Title XX shortfall. 
This shortfall, if allowed to exist, would have created a great deal of added 
expense to the towns and cities in funding programs that assist the elderly, 
children and handicapped. These funds were appropriated, to a great extent 
from the operating budget of the legislature. This action by the legislators, 
saved the Title XX program without an increased burden to cities and 
towns. 


In late spring, I was fortunate enough to be invited to join a delegation of 
State legislative leaders to travel to Israel at the expense of the Israeli 
government. This was an official trip in which we were briefed by members 
of the Israeli government, both civil and military, attended official functions 
and toured various areas of the country. They extended to us warm 
hospitality, but I can only say, that we in the United States can feel fortunate 
that we do not have to live under the constant security difficulties that exist 
in Israel on a day to day basis. 


This summer, I served as Chairman of a committee of New Hampshire 
legislators that hosted the Council of State Governments, Eastern Regional 
Conference Annual Meeting at the Mount Washington Hotel at Bretton 
Woods. Delegates came from the ten Northeastern region states, as well as 
different parts of the country, and as far away as California. Many of them 
were so impressed with New Hampshire that they extended their stay for 
several days and have stated to me that they are now going to add the State 
of New Hampshire to their vacation calendar. At the business meeting, I 
was elected to serve as Vice Chairman of the Eastern Regional Conference 
for the ensuing year. I consider this a great honor to serve the Council of 
State Governments in this capacity. 


On December 3, the 1981 session of the legislature was organized and we 
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elected the Honorable John B. Tucker of Claremont as Speaker of the House. 
I have been appointed Speaker Pro Tempore, which moves me up into a new 
position of increased responsibilities within the activities of the Legislature. 


Again, I want to thank the people of my district for their vote of 
confidence in re-electing me to serve another term in the Legislature. As in 
past years, I stand ready to do whatever I can, to help and serve the citizens 
of my District.

Howard Weeks of Red Gate Lane is probably the only person alive today 
who was born in the house that stood where the Municipal Building is 
located. 


Fifty years ago, the brick house on Red Gate Lane was not the second 
house on Red Gate Lane, but was then on the corner of Water Street and Red 
Gate Lane. 


Because Winnipesaukee Street was not built until 1800, anyone wanting 
to get to Meredith Neck from the Village would have to go up Plymouth 
Street, over Boynton Road, through what is now InterLakes Trailer Park, 
out True Road, and then over Barnard Ridge Road. 


There are 45 Farms producing crops for Market. 
There are 160 Family Cemeteries in Meredith. 
There are 2,718 acres of Wetland in Meredith. 


According to U.S. Census of Population, comparative population figures 
for 1960 are 2,434; in 1970, 2,904; and in 1980, 4,636. The increase from 1960 to 
1970 indicated a 19.3 percent increase; and from 1970 to 1980 a 59.6 percent 
increase. 


In 1859 Meredith Center was populated with 3 blacksmith shops; 2 
saddle shops; a wheelwright shop; 2 stores; a church; a sawmill; a carding 
mill; and a grist mill.

The year 1980 was a busy election year with the Presidential Primary in 
February, Town Meeting in March, the State Primary in September and the 
Presidential Election in November. Meredith now has 3239 registered voters 
with 2175 votes cast in November. This 67 percent turnout was unusually 
high but shows the rising interest and concern of our townspeople. 


St. Charles Auditorium, our new voting place, has proved to be a great 
improvement with the additional interior space and the larger parking area. 
It is more comfortable for the waiting voter and more efficient for the 
election officials. 


There will be a verification of the checklist in 1981. If you have not voted 
in the November Presidential or the March Town Meeting, your name will 
be removed from the checklist, and you must reregister. There will be more 
information in the coming months in the local newspaper. This is pursuant 
to RSA 654: 39. 


Meredith does have a Dog Control Law enacted at Town Meeting in 1979. 
This states that no dog is allowed to run at large and must be under the 
supervision of the owner at all times. Dogs must be licensed by May 1. Dogs 
must have a valid rabies certificate and alteration papers if they apply.

There is a penalty of $1.00 per month if your dog is not licensed during May. 
Fees: Altered dogs, male and female $3.50, male dogs $6.00 and female dogs 
are $6.50.

Assessor’s Report 


During the past year, building continued in Meredith and our tax roles 
increased by $2.4 million (or 3.5 percent). However, the adverse economy 
checked somewhat the escalation in the market value of property. 
Therefore, our equalization rate has remained constant at about 36 percent 
the entire year. 


During 1980 the Assessor’s Department completed new tax maps of all 
those areas North and East of the Pease-Winona Road line that were 
formerly mapped only on 1”’ equals 500’ scale maps. Those affected will note 
the change by a new ‘“‘S”’ prefix on the tax map location number on their tax 
bills. These maps were prepared using available subdivision plans and 
deeds, and are believed to be fairly accurate, but we welcome input by 
property owners. These new maps are available for perusal on the counter 
outside the Assessor’s Office in the Municipal Building. 


One of the major issues to be presented to the Town Meeting this year 
will be the need for revaluation (reassessment). Here is where we stand on 
this controversial issue: 


First, the 1979 Town Meeting ordered the Selectmen to bring to the 1980 
Town Meeting a proposal for revaluation. Next the Selectmen presented an 
article to the 1980 Town Meeting to have United Appraisal Co. of East 
Hartford, CT perform a revaluation to be completed by the summer of 1981. 
The funding articles for the required $86,500 were defeated. 


Following that, in April 1980, a petition signed by 50 property owners 
was certified by the Town Clerk and forwarded to the state Board of 
Taxation requesting that revaluation be ordered to correct inequities in 
accordance with RSA 71-B:16IV. In September the Board of Taxation held 
public hearings, and in October ordered the Town of Meredith to revalue the 
Town effective April 1st 1981. The Selectmen appealed this timetable for 
revaluation as being unrealistic, and the Board of Taxation agreed to delay 
the effective date of the revaluation to April 1st 1982 contingent upon work on 
the revaluation commencing not later than April 1st 1981. 


Also in October, the Department of Revenue Administration informed 
the Town that they did not have the resources to perform the revaluation of 
Meredith within the time frame ordered by the Board of Taxation. 
Therefore, in November the Selectmen negotiated another contract with 
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United Appraisal Co. for $92,900 for the revaluation contingent upon 
approval and funding by the 1981 Town Meeting. 


So the next step is up to the Town Meeting. If this body approves and 
funds the proposed revaluation, it will be conducted under the control of the 
Selectmen and the new assessments will appear on the 1982 warrant. If the 
Town Meeting refuses to fund revaluation, Meredith will be in contempt of 
the Board of Taxation order. The Board of Taxation may then be expected to 
“certify” their order to the Department of Revenue Administration who, in 
accordance with RSA 71-B:17, ‘‘shall cause the reappraisal to be made...”’ at 
the expense of the Town. However, the Department of Revenue 
Administration has already informed the Town that they cannot do the 
revaluation themselves, so they may be expected to hire a private 
contractor to do the revaluation and will send the bill to the Town of 
Meredith. 


It is therefore evident that in any case, the revaluation will be done by a 
private reappraisal firm, but if the Town Meeting refuses to fund the effort, 
the Selectmen will lose all control over the revaluation and the Town will 
certainly pay a higher overall price. 


I therefore urge your support for the revaluation article(s) at the March 
Town Meeting. You may be assured that the Selectmen and I will do all in 
our power to insure a fair and equitable revaluation.

AUDITOR’S OPINION 
Town of Meredith 


We have examined the financial statements of the various funds and 
groups of accounts of the Town of Meredith, New Hampshire for the year 
ended December 31, 1979, listed in the foregoing table of contents. Our 
examination was made in accordance with generally accepted auditing 
standards and accordingly, included such tests of the accounting records as 
we considered necessary in the circumstances. 

As is the practice with most New Hampshire communities, the Town of 
Meredith has not maintained a record of its general fixed assets and ac- 
cordingly, a statement of general fix assets, required by generally accepted 
accounting principles, is not included in these financial statements. 

In addition, the Town has not capitalized the cost of property and 
equipment purchased by the Enterprise Funds (Sewer and Water Depart- 
ments). Likewise, no depreciation expense is recorded on these funds. 
Generally accepted accounting principles require that property and 
equipment of enterprise funds be capitalized and depreciated over the 
useful lives of the assets. The Town’s records do not permit the application 
of adequate procedures to enable us to determine the cost value of capital 
assets or related depreciation expense on them. 

Because of the material effect of the omission of fixed assets and related 
depreciation on the financial position, we no not express an opinion on the 
financial statements of these Enterprise Funds. 

In our opinion, the financial statements listed in the aforementioned 
table of contents, other than the financial statements of the Enterprise 
Funds (Sewer and Water Departments), present fairly the financial position 
of the various funds and groups of accounts of the Town of Meredith, New 
Hampshire at December 31, 1979, and the results of operations of such funds 
for the year then ended in conformity with generally accepted accounting 
principles applied on a basis consistent with that of the preceding year. 

The accompanying supplemental information and the column on the 
accompanying combined balance sheet, captioned -‘ Totals, Memorandum 
Only’’, although not considered necessary for a fair presentation of the 
financial position and results of operations of such funds and group of ac- 
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counts, are presented primarily for supplemental analysis purposes. This 
additional information has been subjected to the audit procedures applied in 
the aforementioned examination of the basic financial statements and is, in 
our opinion, fairly stated in all material respects in relation to the basic 
financial statements taken as a whole. 

In connection with our examination we also (1) made a study and 
evaluation of the Town’s system of internal accounting control, (2) per- 
formed tests of compliance with the Revenue Sharing Act and regulations as 
required by Sections II.C.3 and III.C.3 of the ‘‘ Audit Guide and Standards 
for Revenue Sharing and Antirecession Fiscal Assistance Fund Recipients’”’ 
(guide) issued by the Office of Revenue Sharing, U.S. Department of the 
Treasury and (3) compared the data on the Bureau of Census Form RS-8 to 
records of the Town of Meredith is required by Section II.C.4 of the 
‘* Guide’’. 

Based on these procedures we noticed no material differences between 
Census data on Form RS-8 and the records of the Town of Meredith for the 
year ended December 31, 1979.

Statements of estimated and actual revenues, appropriations, ex- 
penditures and encumbrances are included in Exhibits A-3 and A-4, 
respectively. Revenues in excess of estimates amounted to $34,236, while
